SAIGON (A P) — An explosive 


device apparently set by Viet 
Cong blasted a seven.f oot hole 
before dawn Friday in the side 
of an American cargo 
ship 


bound up the Saigon shipping 
channel with supplies for the al. 
lied war effort. 


The channel, vital to the 


movement of thousands of tons 
of war material from the United 
States, was reported clear.

the explosion ripped through the

terline and two feet below it. 


The Navy spokesman said the

Death Blamed on Pneumonia; 
New Heart Not Rejected 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 


(AP) 
— The death of Louis 


Washkansky was blamed or 
pneumonia Thursday, and the 
surgeon who made history's 
first heart transplant said he 
will not hesitate to undertake 
another such operation, already 
planned. 


Prof. Christian N. Barnard re- 


ported he saw no evidence that 
the body of 33-year-old Wash- 
kansky had rejected the trans- 
planted heart of a 25-year, old 
woman. 


"As soon as the occasion 


arises, we will do the next heart 
transplant," the surgeon said. 


Barnard appeared at a news 


conference a little over seven 
hours after Washkansky died in 
Groote Schuur Hospital. 


Doomed by his own diseased 


heart, Washkansky submitted to 
the transplant Dec. 3 and lived 
for 18 days. Post-mortem indi- 
cated death was due to infection 
of the lungs. 


Barnard 
said 
earlier 
he 


planned the second transplant 
early in 1968. Although he re. 
fused to confirm this Thursday, 
it is expected that Philip Blai- 
berg, 58, a retired Cape Town 
dentist, will be the patient. 


The possibility of rejection of 


the heart has not been entirely 
eliminated 
in 
Washkansky's 


case. Tissues will be sent to 
London for electroanalysis and 


results may not be known for a 
month. Other microscopic ex- 
aminations will be carried on in 
Cape Town. 


"Clinically, and in its postop- 


erative 
treatment, 
a heart 


transplant is no more difficult 
than any other transplants," 
Barnard" said. "But we were on 
unknown ground. We were not 
sure what to look for or how to 
treat things as they came along. 


But it was not as difficult as an- 
ticipated." 


Washkansky's anesthetist re- 


ported 
the 
woman's 
heart 


worked well in the man's body 
until the end. A post-mortem in- 
dicated that severe localized in- 
fection of the lungs 
caused 


death. Washkansky remained 
conscious until the last minutes, 
still able to communicate, still 
vowing to pull through.

PRISONERS ON PAROLE — 


Any idea how many parolees are 
under the jurisdiction of the 
Pennsylvania Board of Parole? 
The answer may — or may not 
— surprise you! 
During the past fiscal year, 


according to the board, 8271 
parolees were under the out-of- 
prison 
watchful eye of the 


board. 
In the course of the year iu 


self, 1826 inmates were re- 
leased on parole and 214 on 
reparole by the various penal 
institutions in the state. In ad. 
dition there were 357 special 
probation and parole cases, 
while five cases were released 
at the expiration of back time 
and 21 restored to parole super- 
vision. 
These combined figures show 


a total of 2423 placed under the 


jurisdiction of the board during 
the year and when this total is 
added to the 5848 "carry, 
overs" at the beginning of the 
year, the grand total grows to 
8271 parolees under jurisdic- 
tion."OFFICIAL" CHRETMAS 
TREE — Inasmuch as there are 
two huge Christmas trees on 
Capitol Hill, it is difficult to 
decide which is the "official" 
tree.

There are reasons for think- 


ing that toe time has come when 
toe Roosevelt coalition is worn 
out and a new coalition Is wait, 
li^ to be formed. In some re- 
spects the situation resembles 
the year 1912 when toe Republi- 
can coalition which had domin. 
ated American politics since 
toe Civil War broke apart.Like 
toe Republicans In 1912, toe 
Democrats today are deeply di. 
Tided among themselves. Mr. 
Wilson, who was the beneficiary 
of toe Republican split in 1912, 
did not put together a durable 
Democratic coalition. The fi- 
nal Republican craclwip took 
place under Mr. Hoover in 1932 
in toe midst of toe Great De- 
pression. 
In toe aftermath 


Franklin Roosevelt in toe 1930s 
put together toe Democratic 
coalition which has dominated 
American politics ever since. 


Today on toe eve of toe 1968 


election year certain things are 
clear. One of them Is that toe 
Democrats are split over toe 
war and toe personality of Lyn» 
don Johnson. Another is real, 
ly more significant for toe fu- 
ture: it Is that toe Roosevelt 
coalition Is worn out and no long- 
er represents the realities of 
the present age. The true be. 
llever 
in 
toe 
New 
Deal 


philosophy and program Is to- 
day an oldJashioned fellow who 
has not kept up with the times. 


R is an accident that, at toe 


time when toe New Deal has be- 
come obsolete, toe President 
in toe White House should be a 
man whose political ideas are 
handwne-downs from toe New 
Deal. 
It Is an accident, too. 


that, having vowed he would not 
do It, he has involved the coun. 
try in a frustrating war. And 
it is also an accident that he Is 
personally unlikable. Had none 
of these accidents happened, toe 
outstanding fact of our time 
would still be that toe old Roose- 
velt coalition is dying and that a 
new coalition is waiting to be 
formed. 
There 
have 
been 
great 


changes since Mr. Roosevelt 
put together his coalition in toe 
aftermath of toe Great Depres- 
sion. The working class is no 
longer struggling, as it was 
then, for employment and for 
elementary rights and privi- 
leges In bargaining about its 
wages and conditions of work. 
The affluence which toe expand- 
ing American economy is pro. 
ducing has lifted a large part of 
the working class to a standard 
of living which has made It a 
part of toe middle class. And 
this has meant that toe work- 
ing class which has been left 
behind, in toe main toe Negroes, 
has little solidarity with and, 
in fact, has a dangerous antag. 
onlsrn toward those who have 
forged ahead. 
to toe upper class, among toe 


managers and owners of cor- 
porate industry, toere has been 
a revolutionary change of atti- 
tude since the first appearance 
of big business. There has been 
developing a remarkable sense 
of obligations of power by toe 
men who have become used to 
toe exercise of power. The age 
of toe robber barons and of toe 
sweatshop 
capitalists 
has 


passed away and in toe great 
modern corporate aggregations 
there is a new generation of 
managers who realize that toey 
are part of a new form of 
social organization. 


The old concepts of toe eco. 


nomists and of toe reformers 
do not fit toe facts any longer. 
They do not describe these men 
who conduct enterprises which 
are a mixture of public and pri- 
vate participation and who have 
learned that while toey must 
work for private profit toey 
must serve toe public welfare. 
This new form of economic 
organisation has been Identi- 
fied 
by Prof. 
Kenneth Gal. 


braito. We are living in a post, 
capitalist and post-Marxian era. 
Like so many epoch-making 
changes in man's affairs, toe 
new epoch has begun before toe 
men who live with It are fully 
aware of it. 
In toeir leadership and In toeir 


political 
organization today, 


neither of the two parties truly 
reflects and represents these 
momentous changes'in toe dom- 
inant forces of our society. But 
if self^overnment Is to work 
through political means, one 
party must come to reflect and 
represent toe realities of con- 
temporary life. R must be in 
tune with what has happened 
since the 1930s. I do not my- 
sell think that toe Democrats 
can do this now.

Ethics Issue Left Hanging 


WASHINGTON - The 90th Congress limped 


home last week after refusing to vote on one of 
the most important problems facing it and toe 
nations standard of ethical conduct. 


The House of Representatives had taken the 


historic step of expelling one of its mem. 
bers, Rep. Adam Clayton Powell of Harlem. 
The Senate.had taken toe historic step of cen. 
suring one of its members, Sen. Tom Dodd^ D. 
Conn., toe sixth time in history that a United 
States Senator has been censured. 
— 


Yet both houses of Congress 


ducked setting up a code of 
ethical conduct. In the House, 
Speaker McCormack appointed 
able Rep. Melvin Price of flli* 
nois as chairman of toe Ethics 
Committee, then secretly side. 
tracked any action, 


to toe Senate, Chairman John 


Stennis 
of Mississippi an. 


nounced that his Ethics Com- 
mlttee had been too busy to act. 


Meanwhile toere exists at least three different 


codes of ethical conduct as between different 
members of Congress and as between them and 
the executive branch of government. 


There is one code of ethics for a Negro Con- 


gressman, such as Powell, another code for 
junketing white members of the Establishment 
such as Rep. Mendel Rivers, DJS.C. Powell 
finagled airplane credit cards to take trips to 
the Bahamas. Rivers gets a special airplane 
from the Air Force when he wants to fly home 
to South Carolina. 


Second, toere is one code of ethics for secur- 


ity risks in toe Congress, another for mem- 
bers of executive department. 
An alcoholic 


in toe Defense or State Departments is fired 
automatically as a security risk. An alcoholic 
who is chairman of toe House Armed Services 
Committee keeps this important post, even 
though he has access to highly classified secur- 
ity information. 


The third difference in ethical standards in- 


volves toe publication of personal assets. Sena- 
tors voted last October not to require them, 
selves to file toeir assets with the Secretary of 
toe Senate. In contrast, President Johnson has 
long required all Cabinet members, all bureau 
chiefs, all members of commissions, all top of- 
ficials, to file a record of toeir stocks, bonds, 
bank deposits, real estate holdings, all tangi- 
ble wealth, with the Civil Service Commission, 
where it can be scrutinized periodically in case 
of personal profit while in office. 


Johnson has been requiring this for four years, 


and members of toe executive mustflle toeir as- 
sets every quarter. 
There was a time when Attorney General How. 


ard McGrato resigned from toe Truman Cab- 
inet in protest against such a proposal. As a 
result, Truman never carried it out. But John, 
son, though he hasn't publicized it, has been 
tough in requiring all his executives to do what 


the Senate voted not to do. 
Partly because of this, perhaps, toere have 


been no conflicts of interest in toe Johnson ad. 
ministration. 
In contrast, Eisenhower was 


forced to accept toe resignation of his Secre. 
tary of toe Air Force; fired his Deputy Gen. 
era! Services Administrator, a member of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, toe chief 
of his Farm Home Administration and several 
others-all because of conflicts of interest. 


One of toe worst conflicts, however, involved 


the Elsenhower farm, where it was revealed 
that three oilmen, the late W. Alton Jones of 
Cities Service, Billy Byars of Tyler, Tex., and 
George E. Allen, contributed approximately 
$1,000 a month apiece to pay the salaries of 
the farm manager, assistant farm manager 
and farm hands. 
Nevertheless, toe 90th Congress adjourned 


without adopting any standard of ethical con- 
duct. 


Congress went home for Christmas with few 


bouquets and many tin cans tied to its tail. 
One man who deserves a bouquet, however, is 
Rep. John Culver, DJowa, whose appointment to 
the House Un-American Activities Committee 
at first was received with groans. 


Civil liberties leaders wanted Rep. James 


Scheuer, D.N.Y., 
named to fill the vacancy 


left by former Rep. Charles Weltoer, DJ3a. 


After 11 months on toe committee, however, 


young Culver not only proved his worth as a 
dissenter, but had such courage in leading toe 
fight against toe useless Subversive Activities 
Control Board that colleagues stood on the 
House floor to applaud him. 
Said New York's Scheuer: "I really wanted 


that vacancy. But now Pm ready to admit that 
you have done a better job on toe committee than 
I could have done. We're all proud of you." 


Culver, 35, a former Harvard fullback and Ma. 


rine vet, also has battled to improve rural 
water facilities and various farm programs. He 
is married to toe former Ann Cooper, onetime 
womerf s diving champ. 


Another Congressman who deserves a bouquet 


for courage Is Rep. John G. Dow, D-N.Y., who 
once spoke up In a meeting with toe President 
to urge that he stop bombing North Vietnam and 
get out. 
Dow* s was toe only voice to be heard; 


and he has been speaking up ever since. 
"I sign every petition in Congress to take the 


problem to toe U.N.," says the New York Dem- 
ocrat. "However, toe United States went ahead 
in Vietnam without U.N. approval. I have slight 
faith that peace can be accomplished through 
these channels, since neither South nor North 
Vietnam nor mainland China belongs to the U.N. 


"Escalation could occur at any minute any day 


and could dash our hopes and throw the world Into 
a worse turmoil than any we have known. We 
must Insist that this present danger does not 
result in catastrophe for toe world."

scene reporting by men who 
were certainly toe opposite of 
eager to cut up Sen. McCarthy. 
His showing will not surprise 
careful students of toe senator, 
ial form sheets; but it Is still 
mighty bad news for those who 
have been hoping that toe sena. 
tor would cut President John, 
son to ribbons in his planned 
primary contests. 


For these people, moreover, 


there is even worse news in toe 
recent Louis Harris Survey, 
showing a grim hardening in toe 
average American's reaction to 
t o e n o i s y demonstrations 
against toe war in Vietnam. 


The usually reliable, always 


careful Harris found that the 
great majority had positive 
opinions; and of those Who had 
views, four out of five regarded 
the demonstrations as"«ncoor« 
agement to the Communists," 
while three out of four cha . 
actorized fl» demonstrations a» 


"acts 
of disloyalty" to our 


troops in toe field. 


The Harris findings, in fact, 


denote a rising anger in the 
country, 
which is obviously 


bound to make toe goings^m of 
Dr. Benjamin Spock and his 
more extreme allies increas. 
ingly counterproductive as time 
goes on. 
In his wily way, 


President Johnson is also keep, 
ing up his sleeve toe evidence 
that some of Dr. Spockfs activ- 
ist co-workers have overseas 
links of a fairly unpleasant 
kind.

These three examples show 


how the Social Security benefit 
raises just voted by Congress 
will translate into dollars for 
the nation's 23,700,000 retired 
and disabled workers; widows 
and widowers; and dependents 
of all of these workers. 


The new benefit boost will be 


the biggest dollar raise in toe 
history of our Social Security 
system. In 1968 alone, the raise 
win add $2.9 billion to the $22.3 
billion In total benefits which 
already had been scheduled for 
next year. In 1969, the benefit 
boost voted by Congress will 
amount to another $3,6 billion. 


The benefit increase will 


directly affect all individuals 
now on the rolls: specifically, 
16,000,000 retired Americans 
and their dependents; 5,600,000 
aged widows and widowers,aged 
parents of deceased workers, 
widowed mothers and 
their 


children; and 2,100,000 dis- 
abled worvers and their de- 
pendents. Of these sharing In 
the increases, 
7,000,000 are 


under age 65. 


Ultimately, of course, 
the 


benefit increase will effect vir- 
tually all Americans, since 80, 
000,000 of us — along with our 
employers 
— now are 
con. 


tributing to the system to pro. 
tect ourselves and our families. 


This appraisal becomes even 


more impressive when you con. 
slder the fact that as recently 
as 1958 the average benefit for 
a retired worker was $61.25, 
or $34.75 less than his new 
benefit beginning in March, m 
1958, the average aged widow's 
S o c i a l Security benefit 
amounted to $51.85, or $32.35 
less than the new 1968 benefit. 
The result is that the new levels 
not only comfortably cover the 
7% to 8 per cent rise in our 
living costs since the last bene- 
fit increase went into effect in 
January 1965, but also bring 
overall benefits a few dollars 
closer to the accepted minimum 
living standard in the U. S. to- 
day. 
The minimum is a 13 percent 


boost for all beneficiaries now 
on the Social Security rolls. 
But for many, both now and es- 
pecially in the future, the in- 
creases are more than double 
13 per cent. For example, the 
retired worker now receiving 
the absolute minimum benefit 
of $44 a month is to get $55. 
That's a disgracefully inade- 
quate pension but it's still a 25 
per cent increase. For the 
younger American now aged 25, 
contributing the maximum So. 
cial Security tax and likely to 
continue contributing the maxi- 
mum, the benefit boost will be 
as high as 30 per cent. And for 
the worker who will reach age 
50 next year and who is paying 
the maximum Social Security 
tax, the benefit boost will work 
out to 22 per cent when he re. 
tires at age 65.

Vietnam war would not have a 
severe impact on the $27 bil- 
lion aerospace industry, its 
leading spokesman said Thurs- 
day. 


In his annual 'fState of the In- 


dustry" report, Karl G. Harr 
Jr., president of the Aerospace 
Industries Association said, in 
answer to a question, that the 
buildup for Vietnam differed 
from that of World War U or 
the Korean War. 


"Unlike any other time," he 


said, "The nation was operat- 
ing from an established, rea- 
sonably high level of military 
preparedness. 
There wasn't 


the need for a hurry-up mobil- 
ization from a standing start, 
so the original impact wasn't 
so great." 


The largest demand has been 


for helicopters and fighter and 
attack aircraft-and this was "a 
negative 
factor 
because it 


paralleled demands for great- 
er expansion" in other mili- 
tary and civilian programs, 
Harr said. 


Consequently, "the ripples in 


terms of a solution to the Viet- 
nam war are going to be much 
less than ever before in his- 
tory and much less than people 
have supposed," Harr added.

Shafer, Indicating additional fin- 
ancial woes confront his admini- 
stration in 1968, said Thursday 
he was unhappy with the man.

cal problems. 


"I regard the fact that the 


General Assembly finally met 
its fiscal responsibility (this 
week) as important," Shafer 
said at a news conference. 


"I am pleased that the fiscal 


responsibility has finally been 
met, but I am not pleased with 
the way they (the legislators) 
met it.'"

Legislature Ends On Time 
For First Time in Memory 


HARRISBURG (AP) — The 


1967 General Assembly of Penn. 
sylvania adjourned at 
noon 


Thursday, ending a year-long 
session marked by constitutional 
revision and higher taxes. 


The gavels fell In the Senate 


and House within two minutes 
of one another, marking the 
first time in the memory of vet- 
eran Capitol observers that the 
legislature concluded a session 
at the appointed hour. 


Before vacating the premises, 


the lawmakers voted salary in- 
creases for their leaders and 
staff employes, and upgraded 
pension benefits for them selves. 


They also passed and sent to 


Gov. Shafer a batch of appro- 
priations, including a S104 mil- 
lion package for the three state, 
related 
universities 
Penn 


State, Pitt and Temple. 


There was a 
considerable 


amount of unfinished business 
left behind, but all pending bills 
will be carried over to the 1968 
session under a constitutional 
amendmentapprovedby the vot- 
ers last May. 


In contrast to the past 12 


months of political partisanship, 
peace and harmony prevailed as 
the session drew to a close. 
Just outside the legislative halls 


in the Capitol rotunda young 
carolers sang Christmas music, 
further adding to the solemnity 
of the occasion. 


Gov. Shafer reviewing his first 


year in office, said he regretted 
that the prolonged debate over 
taxes may have obscured his ad- 
ministration's a c c o mplish* 
ments. 
In a year.end report, he point- 


ed to the call of the first Consti. 
tutional Convention in 94 years 
and approval of seven amend, 
ments to the constitution by 
popular vote. 


He also cited other aspects of 


his administration's program, 
the bulk of which was carried 
over until next year because of 
days lost debating a tax pro- 
gram that did not pass finally 
until this week. 


"Once the smoke andf ire from 


the tax battle are gone, Pennsy- 
Ivanians whose vision have been 
obscured will clearly see a new 
Pennsylvania rising from the 
programs we have defended and 
fought so hard for," Shafer said. 


The governor's principal anta» 


gonist in the legislature, House 
Minority Leader Herbert Mne. 
man, saw a different picture in 
viewing the 1967 session in re- 
trospect. 


"This session represents a 


total exercise in futility and is 
devoid of any accomplishment," 
Fineman told newsmen in a floor 
interview. 


"The blame must be laid 


squarely on the doorstep of the 
governor and the Republican 
leadership who have failed to 
push the programs that are con- 
tained in the Republican plat- 
form. The only outstanding fea- 
ture of the entire year was the 
imposition of an unwarranted 
and unfair tax program." 


The General Assembly is sche- 


duled to convene its 1968 ses. 
sion on Jan. 2, at which time 
it may consider a few of the 
carry-over Shafer proposals in 
position for a final vote. These 
include creation of a borrowing 
authority to float $30 million in 
bonds for urban mass transpor. 
tation assistance and an in- 
crease in the minimum wage, 
plus unemployment compensa- 
tion and workmen's compensa- 
tion benefits. 


After a week of clean-up work, 


when it returns Jan. 2, the legis- 
lature plans to recess until 
March so that the Constitutional 
Convention may continue to uti. 
lize the House chamber with a 
minimum of interference.

However, Del. Harold A. Thorn- 


son of Malvern, Chester County, 
proposed that all local tax ex. 
emptions, including those now 
granted to churches, be prohibi- 
ted. 


Thomson also introduced a 


proposal callingfor the removal 
of the debt limit for local govern- 
ment units, currently set at 15 
per cent of the assessed value of 
taxable property in a unit. 


Three proposals, to retain the 


state's minor judiciary system, 
but reduce the number of just, 
ices of the peace and overhaul 
the fee sy stem, were submitted. 


Other proposals would: 
— Establish family courts with 


jurisdiction over marriage, div. 
orce, adoption and support cases 
in counties with more than 150,- 
000 population. 


— Extend state tax credits to 


corporations that undertake re. 
development projects. 


— Remove the state govern. 


ment's SI million debt limit, 
giving the legislature unlimited 
authority over specific projects. 


— Eliminate the list of county 


officers from the Constitution, 
specifying that each county may 
draw up its own organization 
plan.

TATTOO REMOVAL WITH LASER RAYS 


Why do so many persons allow themselves to be tat- 


tooed? 
This is difficult to answer because such dec- 


orations are not socially accepted, except among navy 
men. 
Criminals, drug addicts, and psychopathic per. 


sonalities consider the "art" emblematic of belonging 
to groups who are sympathetic to persons with behavior 
problems. 


An unusual example of "joining the group" occurred 


in many cities in the United States and Canada when 
Richard Spec' *s infamous motto, "Born to Raise Hell," 
became known. There was a rush to acquire a tattoo 
similar to that displayed by the convicted murderer of 
eight Chicago nurses. 
4-Viet Nam casualties have provided an increasing num. 
ber of different types of tattoo problems. These are war 
injuries with tattooing from dirt and metal fragments 
caused by grenades or land mine explosions. Plastic 
surgery technics are being used to remove the particles 
or to camouflage the area. 


In a recent issue of the Journal of the American Medi- 


cal Association, Dr. Leon Goldman and his group from 
the University of Cincinnati reported their experiences 
with laser beams in removing unwanted tattoos. 
Sev- 


eral types of rays were used on 116 persons. Gold-

man confined his study to 12 patients who were treated 
from six months to three years ago.

Tattoo removal with lasers is a safe procedure that 


rarely requires an anesthetic. These rays cause local* 
ized vaporization of dye particles which are then ex- 
pelled from the skin in gaseous form. Damage to, and 
scarring of, normal skin is minimal because the epi- 
dermis is relatively resistant to these beams. 


The main objection to this experimental remedy Is that 


only small areas can be treated at one time. Technical 
advancements will undoubtedly make it possible to erase 
large disfiguring areas via this method.

Hanoi Radio Details Ways 
To Defeat American Troops

SAIGON — United States of. 
flcials are studying a broad . 
cast by a North Vietnamese 
military leader that details the 
methods of defeating American 
troops 
through "surprise", 


"taking the initiative" and "an- 
nlhilating attacks." 


The broadcast, described by 


one Army official Thursday as 
"blunt and quite objective" was 
made on Nov. 29 over Hanoi Ra. 
dlo. The lengthy transcript is 
still being studied for possible 
clues Into the military tactics 
and thinking of North Vietnam. 


The broadcast was made by 


Brig.Gen.Vuong ThuaVu.whois 
listed in American documents 
as the political commisar of 
the anti-aircraft and air force 
command In Hanoi. He Is also 


listed as the commander of the 
right bank military region head, 
quarters atNamdinh. 


Throughout the broadcast, Vu 


paid curious and almost grudg. 
Ing compliments to the Ameri- 
can troops and their weapons. 
The Americans, he said, are 
a 'cowardly but aggressive 
army. . .are equipped with abun- 
dant planes, artillery guns and 
armored vehicles. . .are pro - 
vided with many mobile means 
and hellcopters...possess much 
more modern aircraft (than the 
French) and large quantities of 
bombs and ammunition. 


"The Americans' method of 


deploying troops to defend 
a 


strongpolnt or a group of strong* 
points is different from that of 
the French," he went on. "This 
difference 
has caused vs to 


change our fighting methods." 


One difference, Vu indicated, 


was that the French were "en. 
trenched 
in 
fortifications" 


while the Americans are usual- 
ly mobile. 


"During the reslstence a • 


gainst the French," he added, 


"we usually resorted to. . . 
two efficient methods: ques* 
tlonlng captured prisoners and 
studying documents seized on 
the front." 


In 
the current war, such 


"methods" are somewhat un- 
feasible to the North Viet - 
namese, apparently because of 
the hit and run style of fight. 
Ing as well as the rare num. 
ber of battles that last more 
than a few days. 


In his broadcast, Vu 
re • 


peatedly emphasized methods 


of thwarting the initiative of 
VJS. troops and, at the same 
time, gaining the upper hand. 
"The loss of initiative means 
the beglnninK of failure," he 
said.
